MONEY WON THROUGH STAKE RACE VICTORIES 



In the racing of this year seventy-three jockeys have experienced the felicity of riding the winners 
of one or more stake races. Of these Andy Schuttinger was the lucky one, in that the thirteen stake 
races won by horses under his guidance aggregated a greater sum than fill to the credit of any othei 
successful rider of the year. It was his especial good fortune to Ik* on Eternal when he won the Hope- 
ful Stakes at Saratoga and the John Ii. McLean Memorial at Laurel, and on Dunboj'ne when lie won the 
Futurity Stakes. The combined value of the three races was more than the combined value of the 
twenty stake races won by Lawrence Lyke and tells quickly why Schuttinger is the leading money- 
winning jockey of 1918. He is a gcod, reliable rider and his total of $102,135 is creditable. Lyke is 
second to him with $71,495 ami Frank Robinson third with $69,840, Lyke’s principal item being the 
$12,000 placed to his credit wlieu lie won the Kentucky Handicap on Cudgel; Robinson’s being the 
$10,725 resulting when Joliren won the Lawrence Realization Stakes. L. Eusor is the only one of the 
group of noted lightweights of the year who shows well in winning stake races of high value, lie being 
fourth with a credit of twelve stake races and $58,580 won, while E. Sande and II. Lunsford are com- 
paratively well behind him iu the list. W. Knapp’s $14,700, when lie won the Kentucky Derby on Ex- 
terminator, and J. Loftus* $12,250 from War Cloud’s victory in the first division of the Preakne^s Stakes, 
are the leading features iu llie accounts of this pair of finished horsemen. In all, the riders who won 
stake races and their records in that connection are the following:

Has Two Promising Prospects for Next Year’s Spaniards Brought First Horses to This Continent — 
Kentucky Derby in Stockwell and General Haig. They Became Parent Stock of Future Herds. 



Lexington. Ky.. December 4. — Joe S. Hawkins is 
planning to ship his string of five racers to Hot 
Springs about January 1. to get ready for the spring 
racing in Kentucky. He feels that he has a most 
excellent three-year-old prospect in Stockwell and 
another in General Haig, and his intention now is 
to name both these colts for the Kentucky Derby 
and to give them serious preparation for that race. 

“There isn't a handsomer horse in Kentucky than 
General Haig.” said Mr. Hawkins yesterday, “and 
for a time this yenr he was as sick as horses get 
except when they die. It is quite well known by 
those who saw liis work at Latonia that lie took up 
127 pounds and ran five-eighths in 1:00%, ever 
so handily. lie is a first-class prospect, but he 
isn’t the horse that Stockwell is. I never owned 
or trained a better horse than Stockwell. 

“During the Latonia meeting I was offered $12,- 
000 for Stockwell. but I refused it Just *as quickly 
and as finally as I Mid that offer of $10,000 for 
him here at Lexington last spring. He may not 
win the Kentucky Derby, but there are other stakes 
next year to be run for and he is certain to win one 
of the big ones if he lives to start in those races.” 

The other three in the Hawkins string are the 
good filly Delico. which already has demonstrated 
that she has better than an outside chance to de- 
velop into Oaks caliber, Iloneyman and Woodpile, 
the latter being the property of Jack Adkins. 

auspicious Outlook for cuba racing 

More and Better Horses Available — Oriental Park 
Ready for Opening Next Sunday. 

New York. December 4. — The latest news from 
Cuba forecasts the greatest season of racing ever 
held at beautiful Oriental 1’ark. The course has 
undergone considerable improvement since last year 
and now compares favorably with tlie most pre- 
tentions tracks in this hemisphere.

James E. Masterson, veterinary 
corps, U. S. A., now at Camp Greenleaf, Cliicka- 
niauga, Ga. Among many interesting things, 

Lieut. Masterson writes: 

“We have had an exceedingly hot summer down 
here, and no doubt you are wondering if the horses 
ever get overheated, sun-struck, etc. Well, ordi- 
narily, the latter conditions might happen, but all 
kinds of precautions are taken. We work our ani- 
mals six days a week and only about four or five 

hours a day; two in the morning, two in the 

afternoon, and occasionally a little extra work now 
and then is allowed. Everything in the United 
States army is done by system. This wonderful 
system extends to the stable work and care of ani- 
mals as well as men. 

“All horses and mules are quartered in corrals. 
These corrals have a three-sided long shed extend- 
ing on each side. It is 200 feet long, 10 feet wide 
and 15 feet high, with a flat roof pitched just 

enough to let tlie water drain off. All parts of 
the stable except that reached by horses’ heads 
are whitewashed often. Feed boxes are washed 
and cleaned daily, also disinfected at least once a 
week. 

“Tlie front sides of our stables are entirely 
open, shielded only from wind and rain by a can- 
vas. If horses do not stand in a draught, the 
colder the stable the better. This is especially 
true of tlie cavalry horses, because if called to 

take the field suddenly they will not suffer a 
sudden chill. 

“In case a horse comes in wet, he Is nibbed 
with dry straw until fairly dry, care being taken 
to follow from hindquarters to head, and always 
against the way tlie hair grows. In case lie is 

wet, hot or cold, he is sometimes blanketed. The 

legs are hand -rubbed and later blanket is removed 
and horse is groomed. 

“Each cavalry man, as a rule, loves his horse 
far more than words can describe, but some of the 
work -horses, pack -train and mules don’t fare quite 
so well. They ean’t be abused, however, especially 
if au officer is near. If you think of anything the 
society would like to know about camp life or the 
animals, let me know, and I’ll tell you. if possible. 

“Uncle Sam certainly takes good care of his 
men. We have meat three times a day. plenty of 
sugar, real butter, etc., and. in fact, everything a 
person could wish for except fruit, and I believe 
there must lie a scarcity of fruit here iu the 
south or we would have it.” 

FISHING AND HUNTING NOTES

When the Spaniards come to America they 
brought tlie first horses to tlie continent. The 
animals escaped and were left la-hind by the Span- 
iards to become the parent stock of future herds 
of wild horses that ranged the plains from Mexico 
to as far north as Saskatchewan and possibly far- 
ther. 

Horses from early American settlers escaped 
from time to time or were run off by the wild 
horse bands and added to the blood. Indian tribes 
caught them in numbers and re -domesticated them, 
using them as means of transportation, which they 
had never known before the advent of tlie Span- 
iards. Indeed, it was the possession of horses 
that made the plains Indian tribes possible, and 
later made roaming warriors of them, for tliev 
never traveled far before they had horses. 

Some tribes became* horse breeders and turned 
out fine stock: the Cbmanehes of Texas were al- 
most like Arabs in this matter, and the Cheyenne 
tribe of Wyoming gained fame as producers of the 
famous “pinto” or “iiainted” (spotted) horses of 
the plains. 

Bands of wild horses tould be 1 found almost any- 
where where feed and water conditions were fa- 
vorable as late as the eighties. Two such bands 
ranged in tlie sand hills of Nebraska between the 
Plntte and Niobrara rivers, the habitat of one band 
being around the head of Dismal River and the 
range of the other band being along tlie Loup 
River. 

Wild horse herds were always led (and strictly 
herded into individual bands) by individual stal- 
lions who looked after their charges with almost 
human intelligence, leading them to feed and 
water and guarding them from danger of every 
sort. These stallions would fight each other and 
any wild animal such as the grizzly bear, with all 
the wild ferocity of a tiger. They would even 
attack man if he was afoot and alone, as many an 
Indian or white horse hunter can testify. 

The two stallion leaders of these Nebraska sand- 
hill herds were well known up and down tlie plains 
for a number of years and every device and plan 
was tried to “get” them. One was a coal-black 
trotter with long sweeping mane and tail — as 
beautiful an animal as ever ran free under the 
sky. The other was a bay pacer with cream mane 
and tail that swept the ground and gave him a 
comet -like appearance while cunning full speed. 
Two finer horses never lived, I verily believe. 
They were much sought by horse hunters for sev- 
eral years and were finally captured. 

Indians tried to “walk them down” by keeping 
them moving slowly all the time, without a chance 
to feed or get. to water, but they never could get 
either one. Cow -men tried Encircling the herds 
and “roping” them many times. This method re- 
sulted in the capture of the bay stallion on the 
head of the Middle Loup in 1885 (I think it was) 
by a gang of men from Stems. Rauch and other 
ranches of the regiou. 

“CREASED” BY RIFLE SHOT. 

The black stallion was “creased” by a rifle shot 
through the top of the neck by a single hunter, 
who thus captured the big fellow a year or so after 
the bay was caught. The black was captured miles 
to tlie ’ northwest of his old range in the sagebrush 
desert of Wyoming after nearly all his baud had 
lieen captured by cowboys on regular organized 
horse hunts that often resulted in the capture of 
a whole herd at once. 

The liorse was the unit of value in trade among 
all the plains Indians; the man who owned “many 
horses” was rich — he who owned none was poor. 
A wife was valued by a certain number of horses, 
the more desirable the wife tlie greater the num- 
ber of horses she would bring to her father when 
marriage day came around. Next to the buffalo, 
the horse was the most .valuable of all plains ani- 
mals to tlie Indian tribes. 

Indians had always used dogs for pack animal* 
up to tlie time they got horses from the increase 
of tlie Spanish herds, so it is only natural perhaps 
to find the Sioux calling tlie horse Sliunks-tonka, 
literally “big -dog.” because they could pack all 
their stuff on ids hack just as they always had 
packed it for transportation on dogs before. 

Tlie Blackfeet took a somewhat different view 
of the animal and called it Pono-kom-i-ta, which 
means elk-dog or more liearlv “like-elk-like-dog.” 
Undoubtedly this name was selected because, in 
size, tlie horse was “like-the-elk” but without liis 
big horns and. because tlrey could pack their be- 
longings on the horse, he was “like -the -dog” who 
had always been their pack animal before. There- 
fore the name ,4 elk-dog” as above. 

The Crow Indians who lived in the Yellowstone 
River country called the horse E-cheta. Just what 
this means I never learned, but it is likely some- 
what similar to the others. 

The last w*ild-liorse herds that I know of were 
ranging in Washington and Oregon, but these were 
rounded up and captured several years ago aud as 
far as I know* the real wild horse of the plains is 
gone forever now, the nearest approach today be- 
ing ranch horses which still , rim the open range 
here and there.— El Comacho, in Our Dumb Ani-

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CHARM OF CHANNEL BASS

Of paramount interest at the present time along 
the New Jersey coast is the channel bass. All 
anglers who have the love of earnest battle with 
scale an<l fin in their hearts are intent on the 
sport that attends his capture. 

Perhaps no fish has grown in popularity with 
the sporting fraternity with equal speed. Fifteen 
years ago the fish was hardly known to the angling 
enthusiasts of the north. While he has been fished 
for in southern waters for a long period of time, 
still the custom was to encompass his capture with 
the crudest implements and the least efficient of 
baits. 

Here indeed is another fish over which much dis- 
sension as to identity has arisen. Many who have 
had opportunity to study habits and other strong 
characteristics have been loud in their claims that 
this fish was the “red drum” of oyster destroying 
habits and other objeetional features. So pro- 
nounced has this claim been that a few years since 
specimens of both varieties were obtained and sub- 
mitted to authorities of ability. It was, we hope, 
determined for all time that the claims set up by 
the observant as to the differences between the 
two fish would be maintained. As the contour of 
body as well as absence of the chin barbel in the 
channel bass give it a distinction, these two points 
alone should have long since silenced all controversy 
on the identity of this splendid fish. 

In the south this fish is known generally as the 
r»*d fish and is sold in the markets under that 
name. It is plentiful in gulf waters and all its 
tributaries. Personally I have seen it in the waters 
of the Indian River, the Halifax and the Matan- 
zas. where it maintains the same general habits 
as the northern fish. There an* few more hand- 
some fish when first taken from the water, and 
this is markedly true of the small ones. 

BEAUTY OF THE CHANNEL BASS. 

When of from one to four pounds in weight they 
have none of the bronze color of the mature fish, 
Iteing a pure silvery white and most beautifully 
iridescent when fresh from the water. One feature 
is characteristic of them, the black spots at the 
caudal fin are never absent in any specimen no 
matter what size; these are always present. In 

the mature fish sometimes this marking is pecul- 
iar, as some specimens have been taken having a 
dozen or more of these marks on their bodies, inky 
black and ordinarily about the size of a silver 
quarter. This has given the fish in some localities 
the name of “spot,” which is not, however, of 
much use or of wide distribution. 

Just how or why the name ‘‘channel bass” should 
have been given to this fish is not known, neverthe- 
less it is a good distinguishing name and one which 
will doubtless remain iu general use. While speci- 
mens of this fish have been observed as far north 
as the Massachusetts coast it docs not ordinarily 
range much past the Xew T Jersey coast, and in 
abundance rarely past Barnegat Inlet. Specimens 
are frequently taken north of that point, but the 
main body of fish appear to hold to that point and 
southward from thence. Last year they put in an 
apjiearance along the beach at Deal and some 
twenty or more were taken from that point. This 
is, however, looked upon as one of the rare move- 
ments of fish life and need not be anticipated as of 
assured recurrence. Barnegat City, Harvey’s Ce- 
dars. Corson’s Inlet and Xew Inlet are among the 
best spots along the entire coast for this class of 
fishing, and at this writing hundreds of rods from 
all the near-by* cities are busy. While of course 
many of the smaller fish are taken when engaged 
in this sport, the object in view is the channel 
bass. An interesting event and one which was never 
known before occurred last year; several small bass 
of from one to two pounds in weight were taken 
from the beach. Just what this argues is con- 
jectural; whether the fish arc changing their habi- 
tat somewhat, or something occasioned the move- 
ment of the immature fish, necessarily is unknown. 

TACKLE TO HOLD BIG FISH. 

The tackle necessary to the successful taking of 
this fish is much the same as for the striped bass. 
A reel holding not less than (500 feet of line is 
essential and one holding 1,000 feet is often more 
to be desired, as will appear later on. A good 
braided gut leader of about two feet in length and 
a hand forgml hook 7-o in size makes about the 
right combination. Of baits several are used; they 
will at times take pieces of mossbunker or other cut 
bait. Clams are always a fairly good attraction, as 
well as the ink fish or squid, as it is usually called; 
but a bait which can always be relied upon is the 
shader crab. This is never refused w’hen the fish 
are on the feed. A liberal bait should always be 
used, as the channel bass is something of a gross 
feeder and the bait serves a better purpose if 
large in size. Besides, this fish is of a most sus- 
picious nature, or at least that impression is gath- 
ered from the cautious manner in which he takes 
the bait. It is never done in a hurry as is gener- 
ally the case with the striped bass. The novice in 
this work will probably lose many fish unless previ- 
ously coached by a person of experience. When 
one is aware that a fish is at his bait the inclina- 
tion is to strike at once. If this is done the 
chances are strong against hooking the fish, as they 
apparently sample it, as it were. The sensation to 
the angler is that of picking it up. then dropping 
it, doing this many times. Occasionally it may 
seem that they have forsaken the venture entirely, 
when if a little patience is exercised by the hand 
at the rod, allowing the bait to lie perfectly quiet, 
the chances are favorable for the bait being taken 
iu earnest and the consequent joy of feeling the 
quarry well hooked and on his way. 

While the first rush of this fish is perhaps not as 
swift as that of the striped bass, it ordinarily is 
much greater in extent. From three hundred to five 
hundred feet is to be expected if the bar is at all 
distant from the beach, as it is quite their custom 
to do their battling at or beyond that point. Tides 
do not always affect their feeding, as the largest 
of these fish are taken at all stages of the tide. 
They do, however, seek out the deep cuts or slues 
and feed at the bottom, but when they are in their 
favorite waters, and at night particularly, they are 
frequently taken from the flats. Like all other 
marine animals they search over all bottoms when 
in quest of food. 

HAUNTS OF CHANNEL BASS. 

As before stated the fish usually confine them- 
selves, while along the Atlantic coast, to the 
southern parts of the state, rarely appearing in any 
great numbers north of Barnegat inlet, at least 
close in along the beach. That the future of this 
fish to the market men and to the public in general 



means much is to be believed. While but little 
appreeiateed as food, and like many subjects which 
have lain dormant for a great period, when the 
proper effort was made to place it in an attractive 
manner before t lie public, acceptance was prompt 
ami with satisfying results to the promoter. The 
anglers in the years gone by have taken great 
pleasure iu sending their catches of this fish to 
charitable institutions in the near-by cities; they 
are welcomed there for other than economic reasons, 
as the food is wholesome and makes an agreeable 
change of diet for the inmates. 

The angler, having equipped himself as described, 
should seek out a deep slue or cut along the beach — 
if possible between two bars — and fish patiently 
along the whole cut, allowing his bait to work 
from the points where the water is breaking to 
where it will lie quietly at the bottom. The best 
time of the day is doubtless the early morning hours 
or from sundown to well into the evening. This 
seems to be more important than the stage of the 
tide. Whatever bait is used always let it be 
generous in quantity. The first of the run was taken 
at Xew Inlet late in June when in company with 
Joseph Cawthorne and Hartie I. Phillips I made 
the initial endeavor of the season. 

If the reader will trace down a shore line map of 
Xew Jersey he will find below Barnegat Inlet 
Beach Haven. Then on down six miles toward 
Atlantic City Xew Inlet, one of the most remark- 
able as well as favorable fishing points along the 
coast. It can be reached by boat only, as there are 
no roads reaching it at present and Beach Haven 
is the nearest point by rail; but there are always 
boats to be had at the latter place as well as good 
hotel accommodations. 

This arm of the sea setting in westerly has the 
remarkable depth of more than fifty feet a half 
mile back from the shore line and casting is easy 
no matter where the wind holds nor how great 
the velocity. Even though the surf may be tu- 
multuous, the waters are always quiet at the point 
where fishing is the best, albeit a strong tide- 
way sweeps in and out creating a strong tide -rip 
or cross-current. This is the favorite fishing point 
as it is just here where the fish gather to secure 
their food. 

Having heard much in favor of the place, we three 
old-timers at the game, in company with Theodore 
Everitt, who kindly furnished his motor boat for 
the trip, made the initial endeavor of the season. 

Our lines had not been in the water more than 
ten minutes when I heard a shrill whistle from 
Cawthorne and saw his reel fairly flashing fire as 
the line went seaward, making the tip of his rod 
nod back and forth in unison with the surges of 
the fish. 

PLENTY OF FISH BESIDE SOUGHT BASS. 

Away out yonder where the tide-rip is setting 
breaks the bronzed, burnished warrior of the At- 
lantic coast, using all the cunning known to fish 
craft to dislodge the restraining hook. Sounding 
deep, he endeavors to unset the hook at the bottom, 
then at the surface he can be plainly seen striking 
viciously at the leader with his broad tail, all mak- 
ing a' picture to delight the heart of the enthusiast. 
The watch is held on him and for forty -eight min- 
utes the battle is kept up, each one of them earnest 
and anxious, for it is never known how well the 
quarry may be hooked. But when a master hand 
controls the rod, no matter how great the cunning 
or resistance of the victim nature must yield; 
finally the beauty is brought to the sands; there 
are just thirty-three pounds of him, all bull-dog 
and glory. And the man who, behind the footlights, 
has made millions laugli now wears a smile of con- 
tentment that no professional conquest could bring. 
After being duly weighed and photographed the 
fish is turned back into his native element again 
to fa<*e the joys and dangers incident to his life. 

While the battle was on other rods were busy 
with the smaller kinds; weakfisli, croakers and 
king fish were taking the hook and all were in an- 
ticipation of a heavy weight at any moment. On 
his next cast Cawthorne’s whistle was again heard 
and again tlie rod played all sorts of antics. This 
battle was not so prolonged nor so strenuous; a 
thirteen -pound striped bass had taken his bait and 
was an easier victim. Later in the afternoon I w’as 
rewarded with a strike and after a good run of 
several hundred feet lost him. Then Phillips, who 
is alw’ays doing something, hooked a shark, but 
after a struggle taking out about seven hundred 
feet of line he cut himself loose and was gone. 

The following morning, while fishing at low 
water, I felt a peculiar drawing on my line, and 
then a sort of picking hard to describe. Caw- 
thorne’s advice was ‘‘just let him have it and when 
he gets ready he w’ill let you know he w’ants it,” 
and at that moment he did. How that channel bass 
did go! With hut six hundred feet of line on my 
reel and about five hundred feet out and still go- 
ing, I w r as becoming anxious; but he had reached 
the tide -rip and there was w’here he wanted to 
fight. And fight he did; again forty-eight minutes 
was the time of landing and thirty -one pounds the 
w’eight. Battles like these are destined to live 
long in the memory. 

Later in the season many members of our club 
visited the “inlet” and all are enthused with what 
it offers and produces to the angler. At this writ- 
ing there is a movement on foot to erect a lodge 
on the point for the use of fishermen, and if it # is 
carried out will be hailed with delight, as there are 
no accommodations there at present. — Forest and 
Stream.

If Xels is in the lobby on the day of judgment 
waiting to be handed his, and I should happen to 
walk into the room, I know that Xels would laugh 
and yelled out, “Redheads— Judas Priest!” For 
this expression is a by-word with a few of us who 
got in on the greatest flight of redheads ever 
seen in our section. 

Xels says it was the heaviest flight of redheads 
he ever saw’, and Xels is one of the most remark- 
able duck shooters I ever knew. Not only does he 
know the species of ducks at a half-mile glance, 
but he knows just how each duck will act under 
any circumstance. 

Frankly, now, such men as Xels should not be 
permitted to hunt ducks with shotguns. They w’ould 
probably get more with a sling -shot than the 
average man would get with a shotgun. And why 
shouldn’t Xels be a wonderful duck hunter? That 
was the way he made his living in the old un- 
regeuerate days when the law permitted the sale 
of ducks. 

Yes, Xels was a market shooter and fisherman. 
How’ much he knew that he kept to himself I 
could only guess. Surely sotne of his pet places 
and methods were known only to himself, but he 
w’as generous with his friends and many a time 
he shared a good day’s shoot with me. 

Perhaps you have been lucky enough to know 
some one like Xels. 

Did you ever see a day when the ducks didn’t 
stop flying when the morning flight should have 



terminated, but kept perversely at it all day in 
the face of all established rules? 

This day that I am to tell you about was such 
a day. 

On this day 1 came to the marsh an hour late. 
Every good place was taken. So I was informed 
when I hired a boat at Smith’s Hotel. 

As usual, Xels had the best place. His decoys 
bobbed in front of the Big Bend of the channel, 
and every flock of ducks that came up the channel 
would pass over or around this big bend that winked 
a smiling welcome from under dropping eyelashes 
of flags and rushes. 

When the morning shoot was over several hunters 
gathered at Big Rend to talk it over. One shooter 
named Ferris was kidding Xels about missing a 
shot at a bluebill that had passed over the decoys. 

We were there in plain sight, but were so busy 
talking that we didn’t notice a big fishduck that 
headed for the decoys. It was right into us 
before we saw it, and Xels and I both missed it. 
Maybe Ferris didn’t rub it into Xels. 

“Thought you were a duck hunter/* he said, 
and Xels got just a bit sore. 

“Get down, boys,” he warned. 

“Here comes another fishduck dowrn the channel. 
Let’s see Ferris try to hit it.” 

Ferris got ready and the fishduck swung to 
the bobbing decoys. Bang! Bang! and Ferris missed 
it twice, then the man at the left of the blind 
curled it up dead in the air. Xels had his re- 
venge and you should have heard him rub it in. ! 

“Somchting’s wrong with this gun,” growled Fer- 
ris. “Anyway, there’s going to be a meeting of the 
Fat Men's Club down at George Smith's as soon 
as I can get there, and if you men will join 
me. I’ll,” etc. 

The invitation found several takers, but one of 
the boys, named Henry, and I stayed at the blind.- 

PLENTY OF BLUEBILLS THEBE. 

The others had hardly gone around the bend when 
five redheads swung in, circled and lit south of 
us, then swam in range, heading for the decoys. 

Henry watched them. Soon he whispered, “They 
are right in front of us now. Jump to your feet 
and we’ll get every bird.” 

We raised to our feet and up went the redheads. 
Four started north and one big drake went south. 

Then it was as if the blind blazed; out of a storm 
of lead the four redheads pitched forward dead 
and swinging to the right I cut loose on the. fifth, 
a big redhead drake, whose winnowing wings had 
taken him almost to safety. 

Prettier redheads I never saw. Four of them 
were drakes. 

Soon Xels came hack, “What’s all the shooting 
at?” he inquired, as he entered the blind. Then 
his eyes rested on the five big ducks and he yelled, 
“Redheads — Judas Priest! I wish I’d never seen 
Ferris.” 

Soon my companions went back to the hotel for 
dinner and I had the blind to myself. Against the 
gale lowered in three ducks with a businesslike 
swish. 

Several times they circled, but didn’t give me 
the kind of a chance I wanted. Soon they lit in 
above the decoys, fifty yards up wind from me. 
Realizing that it was my move I tried a water 
shot. 

Every bird jumped unhurt and started away from 
me up wind. I made a triple on them; every bird 
was killed stone dead and the last one was all of 
seventy yards away. Long ago I learned that it 
was hard to kill ducks sitting on the water. On 
picking up my birds I found two of them to be 
bluebills and one w’as a greater bluebill. This duck 
is about two inches bigger than the lesser blue- 
bills and his head has a greenish iridescence instead 
of purplish as in the lesser. 

That triple didn’t impress me, as the birds were 
close to the water and the kill lacked the sensa- 
tional drop. 

You know how it is; when you drop a duck from 
a height of a hundred feet or so it makes more of 
an impression on the memory. Why, I can remember 
ducks I have pulled out of the sky that impressed 
me so I can see the fall yet. 

And soon it was that a shift in the wind caused 
the birds to act entirely different. 

Instead of lowering over the marsh to our blind 
the birds were now coming straight up the chanuel 
into the wind, which had gone to the north and 
brought a little whisper of fine snow with it. 

When Xels and Henry returned to the blind the 
decoys were tossing in a gale, and our chances were 
all on forty yard high incomers, following the strip 
of open water through the writhing marsh. 

Down to the south of us Chick was getting the 
best of it now, ns the flocks were decoying in to 
him first. His blind was about one hundred yards 
south of ours. 

SOMETIMES IT RAINED BLUEBILLS. 

Crouching in our blind we could see the flocks 
fall for his decoys, swing with humming outstretched 
wings, then burst up like a bombshell had ex- 
ploded in them as the crack of his Winchester, 
muffled by the storm, would come to our ears. 

Then would come our chance, as the flock would 



straighten out and, coming up wind faster and yet 
more fast, would reach our blind. 

The channel bent around the point we were shoot- 
ing on and often the birds would take a short 
cut straight over us. 

Sometimes it rained bluebills around us. 

The redheads and bluebills were coming over now 
in a continuous stream, with a sprinkling of canvas- 
backs. 

Straight in over us came thirty bluebills. 

My first shot on the incoming birds tumbled two 
out of the van of the flock. 

Swinging quickly overhead, I dropped another and. 
turning, I took toll again as they were going away. 
Honest, now, that’s exactly the way it seemed to 
me. 

Then Henry ran out back of the blind and picked 
up the first two. 

“Did you see me drop these two at one shot?” 
he asked exultantly of Xels. “No, but I made one 
I swell double,” replied that worthy, pointing to 
! the last two that I fondly thought I had stopped. 

Probably they were partly, and perhaps entirely, 
i his— yet I would have sworn that the birds fell to 
my shots. 

Three big canvasbaeks lit into Chick’s decoys. 

“They are goners,” groaned Xels. “Gee! look at 
that bank of redheads coming.” As Chick plowed 
into the canvasbaeks the flock of over one hundred 
redheads veered off and passed on. 

Battling the wind toward us came one of the 
canvasbaeks. 

He had taken out of the Valley of the Shadow a 
souvenir that was making him stop, hover and fan 
the air like a kingfisher, but he was on the way. 
He seemed ready to drop any second. “Shoot 
quick, Xels,” whispered Henry, “or he’ll drop.” 
Then the stricken fowl moved over the dead line 
Xels had set in his mind for the bird and he pulled 
trigger. The big drake collapsed in a heap. 

“That evens up for one Chick got away from me 
yesterday,” chuckled Xels. 

Soon I had a spectacular chance on a redhead. 
He came with a flock of bluebills, traveling along 
beside the smaller fowl. Xels saw them first. 

“Get down,” he warned. “Here they come. I’ll 
take that redhead.” 

Then noting something, his nimble brain changed 
the plan. 

“No, yon take him,” he whispered in my ear. 
Then the air al*>ve us filled with ducks. 

The big redhead coming to tin* left about forty 
yards high wilted as I nailed him and a roar of 
wings whirred his requiem, as the bluebills poured 
over us. 

TWENTY- EIGHT DUCKS IN BAG. 

That is duck shooting supreme. To see them 
coming, to grip the gun until they are so close 
that they can’t swerve wide, to raise and hand it 
to them, then to see your dead birds plow a long 
rakish gash in the air and fall with a soul satis- 
fying “splouslt” when they hit the water. 

“How many have we?” I asked. 

“Twenty-eight,” replied Xels. 

Xumbed by the cold of the day’s exposure, I 
took my share and tramped over the hills back to 
Akron. 

Xext day I couldn’t stay away and went to the 
marsh again. 

A sleepy- looking clerk greeted me as I stopped 
at the hotel to rent a boat. 

“You went too soon yesterday.” he yawned. 
“Xels and Henry killed eighteen redheads in five 
minutes after you left. They had a great celebra- 
tion last night,” he continued. 

“A celebration?” I asked, suspiciously. “Are 
they — sh — that is to say, have they hud — ?” 

“Yes,” said the clerk. “They are.” 

When I arrived at the blind I found Ilenry. ITo 
regarded me unsteadily and said, “Why didn’t you 
stay aroun’ yeshdy?” 

“Why, w’as there anything doing?” I asked, as I 
entered the blind, warily watching Henry’s hand- 
ling of his cocked Winchester. 

“Wazzer an’thin* doin’?” he mocked. “Wazz«*r? 
I’ll say there was.” 

I was making up my mind whether to stay in 
the blind or not, and, to be sociable, I asked what 
they got after I left. 

Henry’s eyes turned glassily to mine. 

“Redheads — Judas Friest! You never saw any 
redheads yet! Why, they came in swarms 
Hundreds and hundreds of them. Xels he said, 
‘Don’t shoot yet. Let ’em light,* and when they 
did we got twelve, all redheads! Then in came 
another flock and we got six more; redheads — Judas 
Priest!’* 

His head nodded forward, his eyes closed, and as 
his gun slid from his lap, he went to sleep. 

Sweetly as a child he slept, for such is the way 
of those who wear themselves out, shooting all 
those redheads. 

His lips moved in his sleep. 

“What’s he trying to say, Nels?” I asked. 

Then I laughed, for as I leaned forward and 
looked I saw that his lips again framed the medi- 
tative exclamation: “Redheads — Judas Priest!” —
